used. Chemical fertilizers should 
be applied at a rate of %-29 er 
to the square metre. Fertiliz- 
ers must only be applied when 
the grass is dry. because the 
grains of the fertiliser partially 
dissolve on the leaves. when 
dropped on them while they are 
wet and so causes the grass 
to be burnt. 

The fertilizers should be finely 
powdered before using and are 
then scattered lightly and even 
ly. This must be done very 
carefully. After applying the fer- 


tilizer, water the lawn immedi- 


ately, in order to enable it to 
penetrate the soil
